In  the  worst  mass  murder  in  U.S.  history,  a gunman  turns^ 
Texas  cafe  into  a killing  field,  leaving  23  deadf 
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World  News 

The  senior  year  for  the  class  of  1992  was  filled  with  many  events  ranging 
from  the  political  scene  to  the  entertainment  scene. 

While  we  were  on  summer  vacation,  Supreme  Court  Justice  Thurgood 
Marshall  retired.  The  conformation  of  his  replacement,  Judge  Clarence  Thomas, 
proved  to  be  a real  life  soap  opera.  For  three  days  in  October,  America  watched  as 
' Professor  Anita  Hill  told  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  that  Thomas  had 
sexually  harassed  her  nearly  ten  years  ago.  Thomas  was  eventually  confirmed  but 
. Anita  Hill  had  made  the  country  aware  of  a problem  that  had  previously  been 
. ignored. 

Basketball  star  Ervin  "Magic"  Johnson  made  the  country  aware  of  another 
problem:  AIDS.  When  his  doctor  diagnosed  him  with  having  the  HIV  virus, 
Johnson  retired  from  the  game  so  that  he  could  spend  time  making  heterosexuals 
aware  that  AIDS  was  not  just  a "gay"  disease.  Ironically,  the  same  week.  Wilt 
Chamberlain,  in  his  new  book,  boasted  he  had  slept  with  nearly  20,000  women 
during  his  basketball  days. 

While  students  from  the  Soviet  Union  visited  Stoneham  High  School,  their 
country's  government  was  undergoing  major  changes.  Mikhail  Gorbachev  was 
I temporarily  thrown  out  of  office  during  a September  coup.  Boris  Yeltsen,

Kennebunkport,  Maine.  I 

The  Boston  Red  Sox  ended  their  season,  and  just  after  their  final  game,  | 
I Manager  Joe  Morgan  was  fired.  The  Minnesota  Twins  became  the  World  Series 
champions,  beating  the  Atlanta  Braves  in  game  seven  of  the  "worst  to  first"  series. 

The  world  came  together  for  the  1992  Olympic  games.  The  winter  games 
were  held  in  Albertville,  France:  Barcelona,  Spain  was  to  be  the  setting  for  the 
summer  games. 

Hollywood's  biggest  contribution  to  the  big  screen  was  Kevin  Costner's 
, Robin  Hood.  The  small  screen  gave  us  Beverly  Hills  90210.  a show  that  gave 
teenagers  a reason  to  stay  home  on  Thursday  nights.
